TRENTON, N. J., May 19. 


—Governor A. Harry Moore, 
oi' New Jersey, today de- 
clared that he was "eager" to

Curtis, 
the ship- 


builder who confessed to fak- 
ing his negotiations with the 
supposed kidnapers 
of 
the 


Lindbergh baby. 


The governor's statement 


followed a statemnet by CoL 
H. Norman Schwarzkopf, of 
the New Jersey state police, 
that there was nothing that 
would in any way link Curtis 
with the actual kidnapers and 
the collectors of the $50,000 
ramsom money paid over a 
cemetery wall In Xew York. 


"I am eager to send a rep- 


resentative to see what the 
Rev. 
Dobson-Peacock has to 


say for himself," said Gov- 
ernoi Moore. "I will talk to 
Colonel Schwarzkopf and we 
will designate a man to make 
the trip to Norfolk." 


TRENTON, N. J., May 19.— 


The grand-jury of- Hunterdon-co 
is'expected to be called by Justice 
Thomas A. Trenchard today to re- 
turn an indictment against John 
Hughes Curtis, who spent the 


i mgiit in the Flemington jail, sent 
there by the explosion of bis bubble 
of lies that hoaxed Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh, the police authorities 
oi the country and the whole civil- 
ized world. 


Curtis went to jail late yester- 


day afternoon after a hearing be- 
lo.e Justice of the Peace George 
Webster who held court in the 
garage of the Lindbergh home. 


BOND $10,000 


Prosecutor Anthony M. Hauck 


asked that Curtis be held in $10,- 
000 bail to answer to the charge of 
"Wilfully furnishing false informa- 
tion to the authorities." 
Unable 


to furnish the bail the Norfolk 
shipbuilder, whose wierd fabrica- 
tions kept police and naval agen- 
cies running about on phantom 
chases, was burned to the county 
jail at Flemington. 


The great public drama came 


when Curtis left the 
Lindbergh 


home —the home of the man he 
had deceived while his heart was 
torn— and was taken by state 
troopers to the county jail at 
Flemington. 


He sat in the back seat of the 


official state automobile, his face 
almost entirely covered with a coat 
^pulled up high around his ears and 
his hat pulled down low over his 
eyes. 
Observers 
saw, however, 


that his face was pallid and drawn; 
there were deep lines around his 
mouth and eyes and he appeared 
deeply worried. 


When the car skid to a stop in 


front of the county jail, it had to 
plow its way through a crowd of 
several hundred persons who were 
waiting its arrival. There 
were 


murmurs of resentment from the 
crowd. 


RUSHED 1VTO JAIL 


Surrounded by slate troopers in 


their gaudy blue and grey uni- 
forms. Curtis was rushed into the 
jail. Flashlight guns exploded and 
the movie cameramen, ground out 
film showing tbe arrival of 
the 


man who, for nearly two months 
commanded the attention of the 
entire world.
